Kentucky Primary Election Results 
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Suicide 

State’s 10th leading 
cause of death being 
felt in community

Dr. Mike Jones takes suicide 
very personally. 

‘Tve been very close to it,” said 
the pastor of Marion Baptist 
Church for the last eight years. “I’ve 
been a lot closer than 
I want.” 

Two decades ago, 
his father took his 
own life. 

“It’s something 
you don’t get over,” 
he said. “It took me 
over 20 years to do a 
sermon about it.” 

Suicide has be¬ 


come a growing 
cause of death in 
America and in Ken¬ 
tucky over the last 20 
years, now ranking 
as the 10th leading 
cause of death in 
both the country and 
the state. 

And Crittenden County is not 
immune from the disturbing trend. 
In fact, in the last year, there have 
been an alarming number of deaths 
determined to be suicides. 

“All of us sometimes feel like we 
can’t do this anymore,” said Donna 
Girten, a local grief counselor. “But 
there’s that line you cross when 
many people see (suicide) as their 
only option. But it’s not.”

As a policy, The Crittenden Press 
does not typically report on sui¬ 
cides, but the attributed cause of 
death for at least seven local indi¬ 
viduals in the past 12 months has 
been suicide. And while suicide is 
often believed to be most prevalent 
among teens, all 
seven have been 
adults. 

In fact, nation¬ 
wide, the highest rate 
of suicide in 2013 
was among people 45 
to 64 years old, ac¬ 
cording to the Ameri¬ 
can Foundation for 
Suicide Prevention 
(AFSP). That Baby 
Boomer generation’s 
suicide rate was 19.1 
per 100,000 people. 
The second highest 
rate, 18.6, occurred 
in people 85 or older. 

“I see a lot more 
adults at risk,” said 
Jones, whose father was in his 40s 
when he took his own life. 

Younger groups have had con¬ 
sistently lower suicide rates than 
middle-aged and older adults, re¬ 
ports AFSB’s website. In 2013, ado¬ 
lescents and young adults age 15 to 
24 had a suicide rate of only 10.9. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) reports a 
total of 41,149 suicides in 2013. 


“We’re seeing more and more of 
it everywhere,” said Randa Simp¬ 
son, a treatment counselor for Crit¬ 
tenden County Counseling Center 
with more than 30 years of certified 
drug and alcohol counseling expe¬ 
rience. “It’s a devastating thing.” 

CDC data compiled from 1999 to 
2013 offers the most comprehen¬ 
sive look at suicide rates, even offer¬ 
ing statistics for each county. In 
Crittenden County, the rate of sui¬ 
cide deaths per 100,000 people is 
18.5, ranking 23rd among Ken¬ 
tucky’s 120 counties. That’s higher 
than both the national and 
statewide rates - 12.61 and 15.55, 
respectively - and eclipses the rates 
found in all surrounding counties. 

“These are just tough times,” 
said Girten. 

Amber Hackney, supervisor of 
RESPOND, a 24-hour crisis call 
center operated by the Pennyroyal 
Center in Hopkinsville, said sub¬ 
stance abuse, mental illness, bully¬ 
ing, home situations and other 
singular life events are common 
causes of suicide for young people. 
With older individuals, said Jones, 
it can also be tied to mental illness, 
but is often the result of a combina¬ 
tion of things weighing on the indi¬ 
vidual like financial stress, illness or 
relationship problems. 

“Three significant things that

City budget 
expected to 
be ready for 
vote May 28

Final tweaking to the City of Mar¬ 
ion's proposed budget for the coming 
fiscal year is almost complete, but the 
cost of employee health insurance 
was still a lingering question mark at 
Monday's city council meeting. 

Last month, a nearly-$3 million 
spending plan for Fiscal Year 2016 
was introduced with the caveat that 
changes would be needed before it 
was ready for a vote. The unknown 
cost of health insurance was the pri¬ 
mary hold-up, according to City Ad¬ 
ministrator Mark Bryant. 

At Monday's meeting, Bryant still 
didn't have a hold on the exact cost to

The end of the school year is a busy 
and critical time for students and their 
families, and as the academic year 
winds down to its May 29 conclusion, 
Crittenden County Elementary School 
has two important days over the next 
week set aside for current and incom¬ 
ing students. 

First, Kindergarten Transition Day 
for incoming students and their par¬ 
ents or guardians will be Friday at 
CCES. The two-hour event begins at 
8:30 a.m. There will be a brief question- 
and-answer session for parents and 
guardians at 8:45 a.m., but attendance 
is not mandatory. 

At the event, students will tour 
kindergarten classrooms, meet teach¬ 
ers, participate in a few activities, have 
a snack and visit the playground. How¬ 
ever, student classroom placement will 
not be announced until later this sum¬ 


mer. 

Documents for the following are re¬ 
quired for entrance into kindergarten 
and will need to be turned in to the 
school office prior to the beginning of 
the 2015-16 academic year in August: 

- Certified birth certificate copy. 

- Up-to-date immunization record. 

- Kentucky physical exam. 

- Eye exam by an optometrist or 
ophthalmologist. 

- Dental exam. 

Meantime, for current students at 
the elementary school, the annual end- 
of-the-year Field Day may not be pos¬ 
sible without more pledges of help from 
volunteers. 

As of now, Field Day is scheduled for 
next Thursday at the school, but Prin¬ 
cipal Melissa Tabor said the event may 
be in jeopardy if more people do not vol¬ 
unteer to lend a hand that day. 

In a message sent to parents and 


guardians through the school district's 
online SchoolMessenger notification 
service, Tabor asked for more help from 
parents, if even for a half-day. 

"As you know, all of our students 
love Field Day. It is one of their favorite 
days of the year," Tabor said. "(But) if 
we do not get some more parent volun¬ 
teers, we are afraid we are going to have 


to cancel, and that is the last thing we 
want to do." 

Parents or guardians interested in 
helping at the school next Thursday 
should contact the school office at (270) 
965-2243. 

"We certainly have to have volun¬ 
teers in order to make this a success," 
Tabor said.

GOP nomination for governor remains undecided

Kentucky's volatile Republican 
primary for governor ended in a vir¬ 
tual tie Tuesday night, as only 83 
votes separated Matt Bevin and 
James Comer. 

Republicans Hal 
Heiner and Will T. 

Scott conceded 
early, and it ap¬ 
peared Bevin was 
headed to an im¬ 
probable victory fol¬ 
lowing his lopsided 
loss to U.S. Sen. 

Mitch McConnell in 
last year's primary. 

But Comer surged ahead by a nar¬ 
row margin following returns from 
the western part of the state, includ¬ 
ing large margins in Warren County 
and a narrow margin in Crittenden 
County. 

The Secretary of State's office was 
unsure how many ballots from the 
state's overseas voters, including sol¬ 
diers, came in by the 6 p.m. dead¬ 
line. The court ordered an extension 


on the deadline for another 11 days 
because of a problem with an outside 
vendor. But that extension applied 
only to 12 specific ballots. 

There is no runoff election in Ken¬ 
tucky, and no automatic recounts. 
State law allows for re-canvassing 
only if a county clerk or a county 
board of elections notices a discrep¬ 
ancy or if a candidate makes a writ¬ 
ten request to the Secretary of State. 

According to an online report from 
the Lexington Herald-Leader Tues¬ 
day night, Comer has requested a re¬ 
canvass. 

Republican state Sen. Max Wise 
told a jubilant crowd at Comer's elec¬ 
tion night party that things looked 
"real good." Bevin supporters re¬ 
mained glued to the TV watching re¬ 
turns, alternating between cheers 
and sad faces as the last few hun¬ 
dred votes came in. Just before polls 
closed across the state at 6 p.m. 
CDT, Bevin thanked supporters for 
coming and said: "Hopefully it will be 
fun. We'll see." 

Whoever wins will have to unify a 


state Republican Party torn apart by 
what Comer called the dirtiest cam¬ 
paign he’s seen in Kentucky history. 
In November, the GOP nominee will 
face Jack Conway, who handily won 
the Democratic nomination 
by a 4-to-1 margin over Geoff 
Young. 

Down ticket races in the 
Democratic primary saw Sec¬ 
retary of State Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes easily defeat a 
party challenge from Charles 
Lovett. She won by a 3-to-l 
margin. 

Rick Nelson won the only 
other Democratic contest, 
earning the party’s nomination for 
treasurer by 5 points over his near¬ 
est challenger in a five-way race. 

On the GOP ticket, Ryan Quarles 
won the nomination for agriculture 
commissioner in another nail-biter 
with 50.4 percent of the vote. He de¬ 
feated Richard Heath of Mayfield. 

Hopkinsville attorney Whitney 
Westerfield will represent Republi¬ 
cans in November’s general election 


against Andy Beshear, son of Gov. 
Steve Beshear, in the attorney gen¬ 
eral’s race. On Tuesday, Westerfield 
bested Michael Hogan by 6 points. 

Finally, in a three-person contest 
for the party’s nomination for 
treasurer, Allison Ball out¬ 
paced Kenneth Imes and Jon 
Larson with 47 percent of the 
vote. 

As expected, voter turnout 
for Tuesday’s primary was 
poor. Statewide, only 12.6 
percent of voters turned out. 
In Crittenden County, 15.5 
percent of eligible voters went 
to the polls. County Clerk 
Carolyn Byford had earlier predicted 
17 percent. 

“It was a slow day for precinct 
workers and commissioners,” Byford 
said after the county’s final ballots 
had been tallied. 

The Fords Ferry precinct was the 
slowest, with only 25 voters across 
12 hours. That’s about one ballot 
cast every half-hour. 

Of the 6,121 combined Democ¬ 


rats and Republicans registered in 
the county, only 947 voted. With four 
closely contested races, GOP turnout 
was double that of Democrats. 

According to Byford’s $14,000 es¬ 
timate for the cost of the election, 
each vote cast Tuesday cost the 
county almost $15. 

Locally, Democratic primary re¬ 
sults mirrored that of the statewide 
outcome, with all three nominees 
gaining more votes than their oppo¬ 
nents in Crittenden County. 

Republicans in the county sided 
with others in their party across the 
state in only one of the four races. 
Only treasurer nominee Ball out- 
gained her competition across the 
county’s 12 precincts. While the race 
is not final, Crittenden County voters 
favored Comer in the governor pri¬ 
mary by 14 votes over Bevin. 

Poor turnout aside, Byford said 
there were no problems reported at 
the polls Tuesday. 

“All went well and we look forward 
to the general election in November,” 
she said.

happen in a short span of 
time are typically a red flag,” 
added Jones, who has coun¬ 
seled many people at risk of 
suicide. “Three major losses 
together seems to be a tipping 
point.” 

Girten agrees. 

“They may not be going 
through a specific problem in 
life, but the terrible losses ac¬ 
cumulate,” said Girten, who 
conducts GriefShare, a min¬ 
istry of Crooked Creek Baptist 
Church where her husband, 
Mark, is pastor. “They’re just 
looking for a way out.” 

But suicide is a permanent 
solution to a temporary prob¬ 
lem, she offers. 

“Nothing is ever that bad,” 
she said. “That is not the only 
answer.” 

While Girten holds no de¬ 
gree in counseling, she is very 
familiar with the topic of sui¬ 
cide. She has discussed sui¬ 
cide and depression in 
GriefShare sessions, her hus¬ 
band has preached on the 
topic from the pulpit and 
there has even been an in¬ 
stance when someone in a 
previous church family has 
taken their own lives. 

And losing someone close, 
like a church family member, 
to suicide can leave a loved 
one feeling victimized. 


“There are two victims in a 
suicide, the person and those 
who are left behind,” Girten 
said. “I was left wondering if 
there was something I could 
have done (to prevent it.)” 

She said people in the 
depths of despair are often not 
capable of thinking of 
the ramifications of 
taking their own lives. 

“They don’t think 
so far as hurting 
someone else,” she 
said. 

The CDC reports 
surviving the loss of a 
loved one lost to sui¬ 
cide is in itself a risk 
for suicide. 

“If someone in your family 
commits suicide, you need to 
be very, very cautious (of 
yourself),” Jones said. 

Surviving family members 
and close friends can be 
deeply impacted by each sui¬ 
cide and experience grief reac¬ 
tions like guilt. 

“Why? What could I have 
done? Why did I miss this?,” 
Jones said of the questions he 
asked himself about his fa¬ 
ther’s suicide. “I knew there 
were issues, but I didn’t know 
he was that bad off.” 

Denial, anger and shock, 
as well as feelings of abandon¬ 
ment and helplessness are 
also experienced by survivors. 

“There can also be a lot of 
denial,” said Jones. “There are 
so many different emotions 


with suicide.” 

Suicide can even have a 
communitywide effect. The 
CDC estimates that between 
six and 32 survivors can exist 
for each suicide. 

“It can be hard to get a grip 
on things when someone 
chooses to die,” Jones 
said, “because human 
nature is to survive.” 

The CDC reports 
more than 1 million 
people reported mak¬ 
ing a suicide attempt 
in 2012, while 2 mil¬ 
lion adults reported 
thinking of suicide 
during that same pe¬ 
riod. 

Besides the emotional toll 
on society, the CDC also puts 
a price tag on suicide. In 
2010, the economic cost was 
estimated to be $44 billion. 

“With the burden of suicide 
falling most heavily on adults 
of working age, the cost to the 
economy results almost en¬ 
tirely from lost wages and 
work productivity,” AFSP re¬ 
ports. 

Suicide is a preventable 
cause of death, said those 
close to the issue, but it re¬ 
quires the attentiveness and 
care of loved ones. 

Seeing the signs that a per¬ 
son is at risk can sometimes 
prove challenging, said Dr. 
Laurie Ballew, medical direc¬ 
tor at Paducah's Lourdes Be¬ 
havioral Health Institute. 


"The lay person can't al¬ 
ways see it," she said. "They 
can only see it if they look at 
how the person is functioning. 
And, unfortunately, some 
people are so good at covering 
it up, that we never see it until 
they kill themselves." 

Looking at a person's be¬ 
havior is key, Ballew said. 

"Some of the things we look 
for are changes in behavior 
from mild to drastic," she 
said. "A person that ordinarily 
has been outgoing - likes to go 
out and be around people - 
they become reticent to be 
around people, they want to 
stay in the house, they're not 
interested in doing anything. 
Another sign is their work is 
not as good as it used to be, 
maybe they're not completing 
tasks on time like they did be¬ 
fore." 

In the more serious cases, 
she said, people can become 
so severely depressed that 
they no longer care for them¬ 
selves. 

"Their hygiene is no longer 
cared for, they don't want to 
shower, and in its worse form, 
people don't want to get out of 
bed or eat, so we can see a 
significant weight loss." 

In the most severe cases, 
Ballew said, it's important to 
get the person to a doctor or 
emergency medical center for 
mental and physical health 
evaluations. 

"If you have an individual 


who just gets more and more 
depressed, who won't get out 
of bed or gets to the point 
where they can't get out of 
bed, then you (should) call an 
ambulance or get them to a 
hospital and have them ad¬ 
mitted." 

If a person's behavior 
changes are milder, some¬ 
times showing that person 
support and compassion can 
alleviate some of his or her 
suffering and encourage them 
to get help. 

"Be supportive," she said. 
"Let them know that you care 
about them, that you're glad 
to see them, that you're there 
to help if they want to talk. 
You don't want to be overly 
pushy, but show that you're 
concerned and that you care." 

On a societal level, Ballew 
said, suicide could be pre¬ 
ventable if there was more ed¬ 
ucation and open discussion 


on the topic. 

"Emotional illness can hit 
anybody," she said. "We're all 
humans. ... Anybody can feel 
hopeless or helpless at any 
time. If we could reduce the 
stigma that is attached to de¬ 
pression and mental illness 
and suicide, then I think peo¬ 
ple who are suffering might 
see that maybe there is some 
hope. But the only way to pre¬ 
vent something is to be edu¬ 
cated about it." 

For those who may be con¬ 
sidering suicide or for those 
who may know someone con¬ 
sidering it, help is only a 
phone call away. The 
RESPOND Center can be 
reached toll-free at (877) 473- 
7766. The National Suicide 
Prevention Lifeline can be 
reached at (800) 273-8255. 
Both operate on a 24/7 basis.

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Bird brains 

Students hatch plan to study development of baby chickens

It’s a project that’s captivated stu¬ 
dents’s attention at Crittenden County 
Elementary School for several weeks. 

Leslea Barnes, 4-H and youth devel¬ 
opment agent with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Crittenden County Cooperative 
Extension Service, set up incubators 
filled with chicken eggs April 20 in two 
classrooms. 

During the incubation process, 

Barnes talked with students about the 
conditions the eggs needed in the incu¬ 
bators for chicks to develop and grow 
and how many days it would take them 
to hatch. She also provided teachers 
with a daily development chart so stu¬ 
dents would know what was happening 
inside the egg each day. After 10 days, 
the eggs were candled and students 
were actually able to see the chicks 
moving inside the eggs. 

“This was a truly amazing experience 
and made it very really for them,” 

Barnes said about the candling, a 
method used in embryology to study the 
growth and development of an embryo 
inside an egg. “I think by adding that 
component to it, it was an opportunity 
that most adults have never even seen. 
To see the faces of the kids when they 
saw that chick moving around inside that 
egg made the experience complete. 

This will be an experience for them they 
will never forget.” 

Barnes said within the first two days 
of eggs being laid, chickens develop 
their brain and heart. She said the stu¬ 
dents found that aspect amazing, and it 
caused them to begin thinking and ask¬ 
ing questions. 

Two incubators held seven eggs 
each. Six out of 14 eggs hatched, three 
in each classroom participating in the 
program. 

Barnes said most children aren’t 
growing up on farms and don’t have the 
opportunities to see how animals grow 
and develop, or in this case, hatch. 

“Children love to be hands-on, and 
this is a great way to teach them about 
an animal’s development and their life 
cycle,” she said. “Baby chicks are al¬ 
ways fun, and since it only takes 21 
days for a chick to develop, this is a 
great way for them to learn.”

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Ten sentenced in Crittenden Circuit Court 


STAFF REPORT 

Ten individuals were sentenced 
to jail or prison last week by 5th Ju¬ 
dicial Circuit Judge Rene Williams. 
Of those cases, drugs were at the 
root of at least eight. 

Here are the cases heard in Crit¬ 
tenden Circuit Court last Thursday: 

- Lisa M. Mason, 36, of Marion 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison for first-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance (greater than 
10 doses of a Schedule III narcotic). 
Court records allege that on Oct. 
16, 2014, the defendant sold 20 hy- 
drocodone tablets to a cooperating 
witness working with Pennyrile Nar¬ 
cotics Task Force. The entire sen¬ 
tence was probated for five years. 

- Bruce A. Day, 42, of Marion 
was sentenced to two five-year 
prison terms. Day had been 
charged with two counts of second- 
degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance (less than or equal to 20 
units of Schedule III narcotics). 
Court records indicate that on Aug. 
8 and Aug. 12 of last year, Day sold 
hydrocodone tablets to cooperating 
witnesses. The prison terms will run 
concurrently, and Judge Williams 
denied probation during last week’s 
sentencing proceeding. 


- Judge Williams revoked a pre¬ 
trial diversion granted in 2013 to 
Stephen Lee, 28, of Marion because 
the defendant missed his monthly 
probation meeting in April, admit¬ 
tedly used meth and marijuana and 
was recently charged in Livingston 
County with assaulting his wife and 
unlawfully imprisoning her. Lee was 
on supervised diversion for a Crit¬ 
tenden County criminal conviction 
for first-degree possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance and tampering 
with physical evidence. He was orig¬ 
inally sentenced to three years on 
the possession charge and five 
years on the tampering allegation, 
with the prison time to run concur¬ 
rently. Judge Williams will resen¬ 
tence Lee on the original charges in 
July. 

- Barkley T. Belt, 20, of Marion 
pleaded guilty to an amended drug 
charge and was sentenced to five 
years of pretrial diversion. If a de¬ 
fendant meets requirements of pre¬ 
trial diversion, their felony 
conviction is dropped after the di¬ 
versionary period. Commonwealth 
Attorney Zac Greenwell told the 
court that laboratory results of the 
drugs found in the case did not 
come back as originally anticipated. 


Investigators had believed the drug 
found in the case was what is 
known as “molly,” commonly called 
the date-rape drug. Instead, the 
substance tested positive as 
methamphetamine. Therefore, the 
commonwealth amended the charge 
from a Class C felony first-degree 
trafficking charge to a Class D 
felony second-degree trafficking 
charge, to which Belt pleaded guilty. 

- Wade H. Downs, 28, of Marion 
pleaded guilty to amended drug 
charges and was sentenced to a 
total of five years in prison. How¬ 
ever, he was granted pretrial diver¬ 
sion for a period of five years, which 
will begin following completion of a 
90-day jail sentence. Downs was 
credited for time served, so he will 
spend 35 more days in jail, then 
begin his diversionary program. He 
pleaded guilty to one count of third- 
degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance by complicity, a misde¬ 
meanor; and second-degree traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled substance by 
complicity, a felony. Court records 
say he was charged by Pennyrile 
Narcotics Task Force based on an 
undercover investigation last Au¬ 
gust in which Downs sold morphine 
and hydrocodone to a cooperating 


witness. He received a five-year sen¬ 
tence on the felony charge and 12 
months for the misdemeanor 
charge. 

- Tabitha Sisco, 32, of Marion 
pleaded guilty to an amended 
charge of third-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance by complic¬ 
ity. The charge was originally sec¬ 
ond-degree trafficking by 
complicity. A separate charge of sec¬ 
ond-degree trafficking by complicity 
was dropped. Sisco received a 12- 
month sentence. She was released 
on supervised probation. 

- Kamiah A. Timpe, 35, of Benton 
pleaded guilty to an amended Class 
D felony charge of second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance 
and two Class B misdemeanors, 
which were for operating on a sus¬ 
pended license and possession of 
marijuana by complicity. He was 
sentenced to five years on the felony 
and 30 days on each of the misde¬ 
meanors. The time will run concur¬ 
rent and the commonwealth will not 
oppose shock probation after 30 
days are served. Timpe originally 
faced a Class B felony charge of 
firearm-enhanced first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance 
(meth) by complicity. 


- Jason Rushing, 32, of Marion 
pleaded guilty to two amended 
charges of possession of a firearm 
by a convicted felon and third-de¬ 
gree terroristic threatening, a mis¬ 
demeanor. He will be formally 
sentenced in July. 

- Katelyn A. Newcom, 22, of Mar¬ 
ion pleaded guilty to an amended 
charge of second-degree possession 
of a controlled substance, a Class A 
misdemeanor. She was originally 
charged with felony first-degree pos¬ 
session. Newcom was sentenced to 
12 months on the amended charge 
which will be probated for two 
years. As part of the plea agree¬ 
ment, she will enroll in the drug 
court program. 

- Judge Williams also set aside a 
two-year-old pretrial diversion for 
assault against Chasity Lynn Jack- 
son, 31, of Marion. Jackson was on 
diversion for a felony assault 
against her boyfriend last fall when 
she allegedly ran him down with a 
pickup truck, causing life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. The judge cited multi¬ 
ple prior cases of assault involving 
Jackson and the same victim when 
she ordered Jackson’s 2013 pretrial 
diversion set aside. Jackson will be 
formally resentenced next month. 


Three indicted by Crittenden Grand Jury

The Crittenden County 
Grand Jury indicted three 
individuals last week. 

A grand jury does not de¬ 
termine guilt or innocence. It 
merely decides whether 
enough evidence exists to 
continue prosecution of a 
case in circuit court as a 
felony. 

The following cases were 
heard last Thursday by the 
Crittenden County Grand 
Jury: 

- Matthew David Faith, 
33, of Marion was indicted 
on charges of first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance (methampheta¬ 
mine), a Class C felony; pos¬ 
session of marijuana, a 
Class B misdemeanor; and 
possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia, a Class A misde¬ 
meanor. The charges were 
brought by Crittenden 


County Sheriffs Department 
after the suspect was ar¬ 
rested April 28 on an unre¬ 
lated bench warrant. 

Deputy Ray Agent’s report 
says Faith had in his front 
pocket what investigators 
believe was an 8-gram bag of 
meth. At the residence where 
Faith was located, police also 
found what appeared to be a 
glass pipe and another metal 
socket fashioned into a pipe, 
which allegedly had mari¬ 
juana in it. Also found at the 
same West Gum Street ad¬ 
dress were rolling papers 
and digital scales. 

- Shalisa Dawn Travis, 
31, of Princeton was indicted 
on charges of first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance (meth) by com¬ 
plicity, a Class C felony; pos¬ 
session of marijuana, a 
Class B misdemeanor; pos¬ 
session of drug parapherna¬ 


lia, a Class A misdemeanor; 
failure to surrender a re¬ 
voked driver’s license, a 
Class B misdemeanor; and 
first-degree promoting con¬ 
traband, a Class D felony. 
The charges were brought by 
Crittenden County Sheriffs 
Department after the sus¬ 
pect was arrested April 28 at 
a home on West Gum Street 
that she allegedly shared 
with Faith. (See previous 
case.) 

Deputy Agent’s report 
says investigators found at 
the residence what appeared 
to be a glass pipe with meth 
residue and another metal 
socket fashioned into a pipe, 
which allegedly had mari¬ 
juana in it. Also found at the 
same West Gum Street ad¬ 
dress were rolling papers 
and digital scales. Once 
Travis was taken to Critten¬ 
den County Detention Cen¬ 


ter, guards at the jail found 
in her purse two syringes 
and a pipe with alleged mar¬ 
ijuana residue. 

- William O. Switzer Jr., 
34, of Marion was indicted 
on charges of third-degree 
burglary, a Class D felony; 
second-degree burglary, a 
Class C felony; and harass¬ 
ment, a Class B misde¬ 
meanor. The charges stem 
from an investigation initi¬ 
ated after a woman living on 
West Central Avenue re¬ 
ported to police that Switzer 
allegedly forced his way into 
the home, smashed her cell 
phone and shoved her. He is 
also alleged to have entered 
her vehicle and taken the 
keys. The incident reportedly 
happened on Feb. 19. 

- The grand jury dropped 
charges of trafficking in a 
controlled substance against 
Joshua Wayne Sisco. 


Stiffer penalties in effect for trafficking in opiates

Starting this month, any¬ 
one convicted of trafficking 
in opiates will face stiffer 
penalties. 

Kentucky recently 

adopted a six-month-old 
DEA benchmark that makes 
common painkillers such as 
Lortabs a Schedule II nar¬ 
cotic. The commonwealth 
had previously considered 
opiate-derived painkillers in 
the hydrocodone family as 
Schedule III narcotics. 

Some jurisdictions across 
the state were undoubtedly 
convicting traffickers of the 
wrong offense, but in Crit¬ 


tenden County, the local 
prosecutor says he caught 
all of the cases and amended 
them before final disposition 
was made. 

“If they were selling hy¬ 
drocodone prior to May 1, it 
should have been second- 
degree trafficking, and their 
convictions must be modi¬ 
fied,” said Commonwealth 
Attorney Zac Greenwell of 
Marion. “I am unaware of 
any cases like that in our 
circuit. I believe we caught 
the problem prior to any 
convictions.” 

The charge subsequent to 
May 1 could mean an addi¬ 


tional five years in prison for 
anyone caught and con¬ 
victed of selling as few as a 
dozen or so tablets. 

Greenwell said Lortabs 
are the No. 1 problem in his 
circuit, which is comprised 
of Crittenden, Union and 
Webster counties. 

“And that is especially 
true in Crittenden County. It 
is by far the biggest problem 
here,” the state prosecutor 
said. 

Based on the new Ken¬ 
tucky Administrative Regu¬ 
lation, a person caught on 
the street selling a handful 
of hydrocodone tablets could 


spend up to 10 years in 
prison, Greenwell said. 

“Hydrocodone is now 
scheduled the same as co¬ 
caine and methampheta¬ 
mine. It is a seriously 
addictive narcotic drug,” 
Greenwell said. 

Under the old state regu¬ 
lation, selling a quantity of 
painkillers was considered a 
Class D felony, subject to 1- 
5 years in prison. Now, it is 
a Class C felony, subject to 
5-10 years in prison. 

Simple possession of a 
painkiller containing hy¬ 
drocodone without a pre¬ 
scription is a Class D felony.

the city for offering its em¬ 
ployees and their families 
health insurance. 

"We got insurance quotes 
from Anthem," Bryant told 
council members, "but the 
closest (plan) to what we 
have now is up 15 percent." 

The city administrator 
said a plan from Humana 
similar to what the city now 
offers would be a 6.9 percent 
increase over the current 
amount paid for employee 
health coverage. 

The city pays 100 percent 
of its 24 employees' health 
care premiums at an average 
of $385 per month per per¬ 


son, according to Bryant. 
That amounts to just under 
$111,000 annually, just for 
employees. The city 
also pays 75 percent 
of family plans for 
spouses and depend¬ 
ents, which currently 
comes to more than 
$60,000 in additional 
benefits paid. 

A 6.9 percent in¬ 
crease would take 
monthly premiums 
for employees alone 
to about $412 each, which 
equates to roughly $7,500 
more annually. A 15 percent 
increase would be around 
$16,500 annually over the 
current cost. 

Bryant planned to weigh 
all the insurance options be¬ 


fore the city and make a de¬ 
cision in time to present a 
final budget to the council at 
a special meeting at 5 
p.m. next Thursday. 

With the cost of 
health insurance al¬ 
most certain to go up 
unless a plan of signif¬ 
icantly lesser value to 
employees is chosen, 
that additional money 
will have to come from 
somewhere in the new 
budget. 

"I've got to try to find some 
offsetting cuts if I can," 
Bryant said. 

Bryant said there are no 
plans in the budget for any 
large capital outlays, except 
for possibly the purchase of 
another police cruiser.

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Adult Ed 
ranked 14th 
in Kentucky 

STAFF REPORT 

April proved to be a good month for the Crittenden 
County Adult Education Center. The center was ranked 
14th among Kentucky’s 120 counties, 15th in enrollment 
goals and 10th in academic performance. 

Missy Myers, coordinator and instructor at the adult 
education center on East Bellville Street, said the center 
was ranked in several other categories. One of them is 
enrollment goals. Based on Crittenden County’s popu¬ 
lation, the center’s enrollment goal is 97 students. Dur¬ 
ing the current fiscal year, 72 students enrolled at the 
center. 

Myers said not all of those students are actively 
seeking or studying for their GED right now, as some of 
them have become separated from the center. Also, a 
part of that number comes from the instructors’ work at 
the Crittenden County Detention Center, where they 
spend two days a week working with inmates looking to 
obtain their GED. 

The education center’s ranking for academic per¬ 
formance comes from students’ improved scores on the 
Test of Adult Basic Education, or TABE. Myers said 60 
percent of the students enrolled have seen improve¬ 
ment on their TABE scores since they initially took the 
test. 

Across the state and the nation, the number of indi¬ 
viduals who have received their GED in the current fis¬ 
cal year has been down. As of last week, Kentucky had 
1,168 GED graduates. Overall, the state is at 9 percent 
of its goal of 12,000 GED graduates. With three more 
students taking their GED test this week, Crittenden 
County hopes to exceed the state’s goal with almost 20 
percent of its students obtaining their GED.

Offices closing 
for Memorial Day 

All city, county, state and

County snubbed 
for fed disaster aid 

Crittenden County was not 
included among the dozens of 
Kentucky counties authorized 
for federal disaster assistance 
by President Barack Obama in 
relation to winter storms in 
February and March. 

The president’s action 
makes federal funding avail¬ 
able to affected governments 
and certain non-profit organi¬ 
zations under FEMA’s Public 
Assistance Program. 

"I spoke with our regional 


Emergency Management di¬ 
rector, and he said that we are 
in the appeal process to have 
that decision reversed," said 
Crittenden County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Perry Newcom. "I don't 
know, nor did he, as to why 
we did not get declared, as he 
said all our 
work met the 
threshold 
needed." 

On April 30, 
Gov. Steve 
Beshear was 
notified that 
the president 
had cleared 
for assistance 
28 counties 
that suffered significant dam¬ 
age as a result of the February 
severe winter storm. Included 
in the authorization were 
Caldwell, Lyon and Marshall 
counties in western Kentucky. 
Crittenden County was omit¬ 
ted, despite a statewide and 
county emergency declaration 
on Feb. 16 from Gov. Beshear 
and Newcom, respectively. 

Then on May 12, the gover¬ 
nor was notified that Presi¬ 
dent Obama had authorized 
assistance for 57 counties hit 
hard by the March 3 winter 
storm, which included historic 
snowfall, flooding, landslides 
and mudslides. Crittenden 
County was again omitted, de¬ 
spite state and local emer¬ 
gency declarations. However, 
the far western Kentucky 
counties of Calloway, Fulton, 
Marshall, Trigg and Webster 
were included.

C&C Ford closing 
at end of month 

The nearest new car dealer¬ 
ship to Crittenden County will 
be closing at the end of the 
month. 

Mike Creasey, owner of C&C 
Ford in Sturgis, said Monday 
that the store is already in the 
process of closing down, but for 
warranty purposes, the dealer¬ 
ship would remain open 
through May. 

“It’s a sad time,” Creasey said. 

The owner of one of the small¬ 
est dealerships in the region 
pointed to several reasons for 
the decision to close. 

“It was a multitude of things, 
but it gets down to the ability to 
be profitable in order to do the 
things our customers expect us 
to do,” he said. “Rather than 
disappoint customers, we've 
chosen to close down.” 

With a declining sales vol¬ 
ume, higher sticker prices on 
new cars, vehicles lasting longer 
than ever and a declining pop¬ 
ulation in the area, Creasey 
said the writing was on the wall. 

“That's a sad thing, but it's 
not exclusive to our communi¬ 
ties in western Kentucky,” he 
explained. “This is happening 
all throughout our country.” 

C&C has been in business 
since 1981, but Creasey started 
with a previous Ford dealership 
at the same location in 1976. 
Over time, he became a partner 
and then sole owner of the busi¬ 
ness. 

Creasey said the dealership 


has been heavily supported by 
car buyers from all around. 

“The Crittenden County folks 
have been very, very kind to 
us,” he said. 

Two of his 10 employees - 
salesmen Charlie McClure and 
David Greenwell - are from 
Crittenden County. 

There has been a dealership 
where C&C Ford stands since 
the 1940s, Creasey said. 

“It's a terribly unpleasant 
thing to do,” he said of the deci¬ 
sion to close. 

Quality Ford in Princeton 
closed several years ago, and 
after C&C Ford closes, the near¬ 
est Ford dealerships to Marion - 
Madisonville Ford, Paducah 
Ford and Leon Riley Ford in 
Benton - will be an hour away.

Tourism impact climbs in Kentucky, 
remains static in Crittenden County

Tourism's economic im¬ 
pact is up in more than 4 
percent in Kentucky, but 
only slightly within the 
county. 

Statewide, last year's 
tourism expenditures were 
$13.08 billion, up 4.4 per¬ 
cent over 2013. The Ken¬ 
tucky Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Cabinet says it's 
the first time the tourism 
impact figure has been more 
than $13 billion. 

In Crittenden County, 
tourism income was up less 
than $6,000 in 2014 com¬ 
pared with the previous 
year. The Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Cabinet reports ex¬ 
penditures in the county at 
$5,730,978. 

"I was surprised our 
number was almost the 


same as last year," said Mar¬ 
ion Tourism Director 
Michele Edwards. "Our tax 
collections are up about 11 
percent. 

Edwards said hotel room 
sales are the No. 1 factor in 
calculating economic im¬ 
pact, but since there aren't 
many rooms in Crittenden 
County, those numbers are 
not reported. 

"We rely on day visitors, 
and the spending is difficult 
to track," she said. 

In the 15-county Western 
Waterlands tourism region, 
which includes Crittenden 
County, travel expenditures 
were reported at $823.6 mil¬ 
lion last year, almost $27 
million more than 2013. 
That's an increase of 3.4 
percent, which supports an 


estimated 10,635 in the re¬ 
gion. 

In the region, tourism 
had the biggest economic 
impact in McCracken 
County, where $332.7 mil¬ 
lion was spent. Only 
$618,678 was received in 
Hickman County. 

Of the counties sur¬ 
rounding Crittenden 

County, only Webster 
County saw lower tourism 
expenditures. Only 

$4,761,511 was reported for 
2014, but that was up more 
than $1.7 million from 2013. 
Expenditures for other sur¬ 
rounding counties include: 
Caldwell, $7,331,041; Liv¬ 
ingston County, 

$24,756,197; Lyon County, 
$42,938,837; and Union 
County, $9,868,868. 


Gov. Steve Beshear said 
the overall economic impact 
in Kentucky has increased 
by more than $2.2 billion 
and 13,000 jobs during the 
last five years. 

The annual survey 
showed that tourism sup¬ 
ported almost 180,000 jobs 
in Kentucky last year, up 
more than 4,200 jobs from 
the previous year. That re¬ 
sulted in more than $2.9 bil¬ 
lion in wages for Kentucky 
workers, almost $123 mil¬ 
lion more than the previous 
year. 

Tax revenues were also 
up, with tourism generating 
$1.3 billion for local and 
state governments last year.

Click It or Ticket campaign underway

Continuing through May 
31, Kentucky State Police and 
local law enforcement will be 
participating in the “Click It or 
Ticket” national seatbelt en¬ 
forcement campaign. This fed¬ 
eral highway safety initiative 
focuses on seatbelt and child 
restraint enforcement as well 
as driver education. 

Marion Police and Critten¬ 
den County Sheriffs depart¬ 
ments are participating 
locally. 

The Memorial Day week¬ 
end begins at 6 p.m. Friday 
and ends at 11:59 p.m. on 
Monday. This traditionally 
marks the beginning of the 
summer driving season. Police 
expect a significant increase 
in traffic on the state’s road¬ 
ways. 

Statewide in 2014, during 
the four-day Memorial Holi¬ 


day weekend, seven people 
were killed on Kentucky’s 
roadways. During that same 
period in the Post 2 District, 
which includes Crittenden 
County, there was one fatality 
reported. 

This campaign’s two-week 
duration will be highlighted by 
law enforcement aggressively 
targeting those people who 
choose not to wear seatbelts 
or use child safety restraints.

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Signs, wonders can’t be produced by 
human effort or replace discipleship

Forty days after our 
Lord Jesus was resur¬ 
rected from the dead, He 
ascended up to Heaven in 
a cloud. In this 40-day 
time period, Jesus spoke 
with His disciples, saying 
"Go ye therefore and teach 
nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Spirit. Teaching them 
to observe all things what¬ 
soever I have commanded 
you: and lo, I am with you 
always, even unto the end 
of the world." 

This can be found in 
Matthew 28:19-20. 

From this passage, we 
learn Jesus wants disci¬ 
ples, followers who walk in 
His footsteps baptized in 
the name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. This 
word is "Omama." It 
means the very possession 
or property of the one so 
named. These disciples 
who are baptized into the 
possession of God are to 
be taught to observe all 


things Jesus commanded. 

Mark also writes that 
Jesus appeared to his dis¬ 
ciples commanding them 
to go "preach the gospel to 
every creature." He an¬ 
swered them that signs 
would follow those who be¬ 
lieve. After He had spoken 
to them, He was taken to 
Heaven and sat at the 
right hand of God. The 
apostles went everywhere 
preaching, and God con¬ 
firmed the word with 
signs. 

We are living in a time 
when people are much 
more interested in signs 
and wonders than they are 
in discipleship and becom¬ 
ing followers. And here, we 
must be on guard that we 
do not attempt to produce 
signs through our own ef¬ 
forts, seeking to prove we 
are something we are not. 

God is the one who con¬ 
firms with signs for the 
one who believes. When 
one loses sight of the way 
and performs his own 
signs, they become an idol 
to him. In the Old Testa¬ 


ment, we have a story that 
gives us a good illustration 
of how we need to keep 
our focus on Christ and 
not get carried away with 
signs and miracles. 

One day, as Elisha and 
the prophet Elijah were 
traveling from Gilgal to 
Bethel, Elijah asked Elisha 
to stay behind. But Elisha 
was determined to stay 
with Elijah. 

From Bethel, they jour¬ 
neyed on to Jericho, and 
in each city as they went, 
the sons of the prophets 
would come out, approach 
Elisha and ask him if he 
knew the Lord will take 
away his master today? El¬ 
isha answered that he did 
know it, but told them to 
be silent. 

When they came to the 
Jordan River, Elijah 
struck the waters with his 
mantle, the waters parted, 
and they crossed over to 
the other side. As they 
were going along and talk¬ 
ing, Elijah asked Elisha 
what he could do for him 
before he was taken away. 


Elisha asked for a dou¬ 
ble portion of Elijah's 
spirit to be upon him. 

"And he said you have 
asked a hard thing, never¬ 
theless, if you see me 
when I am taken from you, 
it shall be so for you, but 
if not, it shall not be so," 
reads 2 Kings 2:10. 

While they were yet 
talking, there appeared a 
chariot and horses of fire 
and separated the two 
men, and Elijah went up 
to heaven by a whirlwind. 

Elisha was so deter¬ 
mined to follow Elijah and 
keep his focus on him, 
that not even a chariot 
and horses of fire could 
distract his attention from 
Elijah. 

God's people need to be 
reminded that signs and 
miracles can never replace 
discipleship. Nor may we 
allow the sons of the 
prophets to hinder us from 
becoming followers.

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Memorial Day honors county’s local heros 


Battles in 
Italy, along 
Normandy 
record local 
courage 

We will commemorate 
Memorial Day on Monday 
and all the brave men and 
women who have served 
their country in the mili¬ 
tary. As times goes by, the 
bravery and courage of 
these young men and 
women are often forgotten. 
Thanks to previous issues 
of The Crittenden Press, we 
can recall some of the 
bravery of our hometown 
soldiers, the units they 
served in and some of their 
war efforts, which we 
might not have known if 
not for these articles. 

Sept. 1, 1944 
Marion Seabee terms 
French invasion tame 
compared to Salerno 

Lon J. Ainsworth, son of 
T.J. and Mrs. Ainsworth, 
upon arriving in Marion 
termed the French inva¬ 
sion landing at Omaha 
Beach “tame” compared to 
the battle at Salerno, Italy. 
In the famed Seabee 
branch of the Navy and 
member of 1006th Con¬ 
struction Battalion Detach¬ 
ment since October 1942, 
Ainsworth landed in New 
York direct from France on 
Aug. 3. 

In addition to landings 
at Salerno and Omaha 
Beach, he has been in sim¬ 
ilar beachings preceding 
invasions in Italy and 
Africa. In describing the 
initial landing at Salerno, 
Ainsworth said his detach¬ 
ment was bombed con¬ 
stantly at night and 
shelled during daylight 
hours without let-up. This 
continued for several days, 

Despite the shelling and 
bombing, the Seabees 
worked throughout un¬ 
loading equipment and re¬ 
pairing docks and other 
landing facilities demol¬ 
ished by the fleeing Nazis. 

Omaha Beach, where 
Ainsworth landed in 
France, is near St. Mere 
Eglise, and the battalion 
touched the shore June 8, 
preceding a convoy. Details 
of the landing and methods 
of unloading and quick re¬ 
pairs are military in nature 
and Ainsworth could not 
disclose the procedure. 
Many boats wrecked by a 
severe storm gave the 
group more trouble than 
did the Nazis here. 

The battalion was cited 
in commendation orders of

Vice Admiral (Henry Kent) 
Hewitt. The citation read 
as follows: 

“The outstanding per¬ 
formance of duty of the 
1006th Construction De¬ 
tachment, platoons, while 
operating with units of a 
major task force prior to 
and during the amphibious 
invasion of Sicily and Italy 
is worthy of special com¬ 
mendation. 

“Upon arrival in the 
Mediterranean area in the 
early part of 1943, this De¬ 
tachment was assigned to 
duty in connection with 
the assembly and opera¬ 
tion of pontoon causeways 
to be used in facilitating 
the unloading of landing 
ships in amphibious opera¬ 
tions. In preparation for of¬ 
fensive operations against 
the enemy, the Detach¬ 
ment displayed outstand¬ 
ing initiative, zeal and 
resourcefulness in develop¬ 
ing the side-carry method 
of fitting pontoon cause¬ 
ways for launching from 
landing ships. This work 
was successfully accom¬ 
plished in a remarkably 
short space of time neces¬ 
sitated by factors of great 
military urgency. 

“During the invasions of 
Sicily and Italy, the pla¬ 
toons of this detachment 
efficiently and fearlessly 
operated pontoon cause¬ 
ways throughout the initial 
phases of the assault while 
subjected to severe enemy 
artillery and aerial opposi¬ 
tion. They also assisted en¬ 
ergetically in the clearing 
of road exits, the removal 
of beach obstacles, the re¬ 
construction of demolished 
piers and in the salvage of 
landing craft. The generally 
excellent performance of 
this Detachment con¬ 
tributed materially to the 
successful conduct of the 
assault operations leading 
to the occupation of the Is¬ 
land of Sicily and the es¬ 
tablishment of Allied forces 
on the Italian mainland. 

“For their exceptional 
ability, admirable spirit 
and outstanding devotion 
to duty which reflected 
credit upon themselves 
and the Naval Service, I 
take great pleasure in com¬ 
mending the officers and 
men of the 1006th Con¬ 
struction Battalion Detach¬ 
ment.” 

Sept. 1, 1944 

Brantley presented Air Medal 

Staff Sgt. Robert E. 




Brantley, Mobile, Ala., was 
recently presented the Air 
Medal by Brig. Gen. War¬ 
ren R. Carter for combat 
missions as a crew chief in 
a troop carrier plane (of the 
5th Air Force in the South¬ 
west Pacific). He is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Eula 
Brantley of Repton. 

Sgt. Brantley is a crew 
chief responsible for the 
maintenance of a C-47 
troop carrier plane. Since 
coming overseas in August 
1943, he has flown a total 
of 450 hours in combat op¬ 
erations. He has 1,600 fly¬ 
ing hours to his credit. 

The troop carrier unit of 
which Sgt. Brantley is a 
member has participated 
in every campaign in new 
Guinea, New Britain and 
the Admiralty Islands. Maj. 
Gen. Enns C. Whitehead, 
5th Air Force commander, 
recently commended the 
unit for making possible 
the rapid Allied advances 
in Dutch New Guinea. 

Sgt. Brantley graduated 
from Mattoon High School 
in 1934 and enlisted in 
1936. He worked as a me¬ 
chanic in the air depot at 
Patterson Field, Ohio, pre¬ 
vious to being assigned 
overseas. 

Sept. 14, 1944 

Sgt. Joseph Earl Butler 
of Marion has been 
awarded the Purple Heart 
for wounds received in ac¬ 
tion in France on Aug. 8. 
Sgt. Butler is recuperating 
in an English hospital. 

Mrs. B.E. Butler, his 
mother, said that informa¬ 
tion received from Adj. 

Gen. J.A. Ulio informed her 
that Sgt. Butler would 
“soon be on duty again.” 

On April 13, 1945, Sgt. 
Butler was awarded the 
Certificate of Merit in 
recognition of his actions 
in the line of duty. The ci¬ 
tation said, “Staff Sgt. 
Joseph E. Bulter, for out¬ 
standing performance of 
duty as a member of the 
Regimental Mine Platoon. 
Staff Sgt. Butler's work 
from July 4, 1944, to 
March 7, 1945, which in¬ 
cluded the removal of 
enemy mines and booby 
traps, appliance of flame 
throwers and use of demo¬ 
litions, has always been 
executed in an exemplary 
manner.” 

Tech Sgt. Winfred Drennan 

This is one of those in¬ 
credible stories that could 
only happen in today’s ad¬ 
vanced technological age 
with computers. 

Some time ago, I re¬ 
ceived an email from Scott 
Pinkowski from Illinois. He 
was conducting research 
on his grandfather's World 
War II Army unit. He told 
me he occasionally looked 
for members of his unit, 
but they were becoming 


harder and harder to find. 

During one of his 
searches on the Internet, 
he came across a photo 
that was in an article I had 
posted on my blog, Forgot¬ 
ten Passages. It was of the 
Olive Branch School stu¬ 
dents in 1930. He actually 
recognized one of the 
young students, Winfred 
Drennan, as being a sol¬ 
dier in his grandfather's 
pictures. 

Another soldier from his 
grandfather's unit was 
helping him identify some 
of the men in the unit. He 
also recognized Drennan. 
He was the only Kentucky 
man in the unit, and he 
wrote on his picture, 
“Drennan was from Ken¬ 
tucky and a good soldier.” 

Drennan was a techni¬ 
cal sergeant at the time of 
these photos. His unit, 
along with Pinkowski’s 
grandfather’s was of the 
347th Ordnance Depot Co. 
which helped supply main¬ 
tenance units during the 
war in Europe. They 
trained in Oklahoma and 
participated in the 
Louisiana Maneuvers in 
1943. They shipped over to 
England in October 1943 
and spent about eight 
months there. 

On June 25, 1944, they 
landed on Utah Beach in 


Normandy as part of Gen. 
Omar Bradley's 1st Army. 
After the breakthrough at 
St. Lo in the middle of Au¬ 
gust 1944, they were 
transferred over to Gen. 
George S. Patton's famous 
3rd Army, where they were 
in direct support of Pat¬ 
ton's armored columns for 
a time. 

During the next month, 
they moved very fast. 

When the offensive literally 
ran out of gas in the fall, 
they ended up staying in 
eastern France for a while, 
and had to move quickly 
again to help support Pat¬ 
ton's rush to the borders of 
Belgium and Luxembourg 
when the Battle of the 
Bulge occurred. 

They were in Nurem¬ 
berg, Germany, when the 
war ended on May 1945. 
They were scheduled to 
head to the Pacific to fight 
the Japanese, but victory 
came first, so they didn't 
have to go. They spent five 
more months in Germany. 
The unit disbanded, and 
those who could go home, 
did. Those with not enough 
points were sent to another 
unit. 

The 347th Ordnance 
Depot Co. earned five bat¬ 
tle stars for their service in 
Europe and two written 
unit commendations.

Pinkowski was hoping 
that I might know some of 
Drennan’s family, as he 
would like to share the 
photos of Winfred with the 
family and also the story of 
his unit that fought in the 
war. As it was, I knew his 
daughter, Winona Drennan 
Woodside. When I took her 
a set of the pictures, she 
was excited to see them, as 
she had never seen them 
before. 

These photos of Sgt. 
Drennan, plus other inter¬ 
esting stories about his 
unit are on Pinkowski's 
website at Lostimage- 
sofWW2.com. 

Drennan died Sept. 20, 
2003, and is buried at 
Sugar Grove Cemetery. 

These are only a sample 
of the many stories from 
local men and women who 
helped win World War II. 
These stories provide an 
example of the bravery and 
courage exemplified by all 
of Crittenden County’s 
service men and women 
who have served their 
county through many 
wars. We sincerely thank 
you for your service.

Frog season now open 

Kentucky’s bullfrog season opened 
last Friday and runs through Oct. 31. 
Shallow weedy ponds, creeks, rivers 
and small lakes make excellent 
places to find bullfrogs. The daily 
bag limit is 15 bullfrogs. By regula¬ 
tion, each day of taking bullfrogs be¬ 
gins at noon and ends at noon the 
following day. It’s legal to take bull¬ 
frogs during daylight hours, but most 
frog hunting is done at night, when a 
strong light is used to locate bullfrogs 
at the water’s edge. In Kentucky, 
bullfrogs can be found practically 
everywhere there’s water, including 
small streams, big rivers and major 
reservoirs. They mostly flourish in 
the shallow waters of farm ponds, 
small lakes and wetlands. Both li¬ 
censed anglers and hunters may 
take bullfrogs. If bullfrogs are taken 
by gun or bow and arrow, a hunting 
license is required. Typically, bull¬ 
frogs are shot with .22 rifles, smooth¬ 
bore .22s shooting birdshot or 
special arrows used in bowfishing. If 
taken by pole and line, a fishing li¬ 
cense is required. If bullfrogs are 
taken by gig or by hand, a hunting or 
fishing license is valid. 

Elk hunt drawing done 

Applicants for the 2015 Kentucky 
quota elk hunt may now go online to 
see if they were drawn. This year, 
34,001 people from as far away as 
Hawaii submitted 70,348 applica¬ 
tions for the hunt. Kentucky, which 
supports the biggest elk herd east of 
the Mississippi River, opened a sea¬ 
son for elk in 2001. Kentucky will 
issue 900 general and 10 youth 
quota elk hunting permits for the 
2015-16 season. Applicants can go 
online to see if they were drawn.

Aaron Lucas is just a rookie by 
running standards, but he’s the 
First Region Class A champion in 
the 3200 meters. 

The 15-year-old freshman never 
knew he had a penchant for run¬ 
ning fast until a friend encouraged 
him to try out for the track team. 
Then, coach Angela Starnes ad¬ 
mits she incorrectly pegged him as 
a sprinter. 

“After I saw him run distance, I 
said, ‘Oh, my!”’ Starnes recalls. 

The coach said Lucas is tremen¬ 
dously talented and just learning 
how to run competitively. He won 
the two-mile race and finished 
second in the region’s 1600 me¬ 
ters (one mile) at Murray last 


weekend. 

“I don’t think he realizes his po¬ 
tential,” Starnes said. “He finishes 
a race and still has a lot left in his 
tank.” 

Lucas said his teachers and 
friends encouraged him to seek a 
spot on the track team after he 
ran a mile in 5 minutes, 30 sec¬ 
onds in PE class. Last weekend, 
his mile tim was 5:05.34. His per¬ 
sonal best is five flat. 

In the 3200, Lucas ran 11:12.8 
to win the region. That’s about the 
best he’s ever done, but Coach 
Starnes thinks he can improve 
during Saturday’s State Meet in 
Lexington. 

Two other Crittenden County 
athletes will be joining Lucas in 


the state finals. 

Junior Margaret Sitar was re¬ 
gional champion in the 1600 me¬ 
ters. She probably would have 
qualified for state a year ago, but 
came down with a health compli¬ 
cation late in the season and 
missed regionals. She finished last 
weekend’s mile in 6:05.96, but 
has run it in sub six minutes this 
season. 

Sitar said she started running 
track in seventh grade in order to 
improve her endurance for soccer. 

Senior Colby Watson, who fin¬ 
ished second in the regional high 
jump, is headed back to state for 
the second straight year. He has 
the highest state ranking among 
the three local qualifiers.
